1 . FOLLOWING ARE THE DAILY ACTIVITY REPORTS FROM THE 
PRINCIPALS. E, M, AND C DID NOT SUBMIT REPORTS. 

FROM CHARLES W. ROBINSON 

I INTERCEDED WITH THE U.S. COMMERCIAL BANKS, FIRST 
NCB AND BANKERS TRUST, IN BEHALF OF EFFORTS BY EXIMBANK 
AND MORRISON-KNUDSEN TO ACCELERATE SETTLEMENT OF A DIS- 
PUTE BETWEEN EXIMBANK AND THE BANKS WHICH IS THREATENING 
A PROTRACTED SUSPENSION OF WORK ON THE INGA-SHABA POWER 
LINE IN ZAIRE AND ON THE EXPANSION OF GEC AMINES COPPER 
PRODUCTION. WE SHOULD KNOW BY THURSDAY WHETHER THE BANKS 
WILL WITHDRAW THEIR SUIT AGAINST EXIMBANK, ENABLING 
THESE EXIMBANK FINANCED PROJECTS TO PROCEED. 

CLAYTON MCMANAWAY AND HIS STAFF BRIEFED ME ON THE 
FY 78 BUDGET, WHICH I GAVE MY OKAY TO. LARRY HAD GONE 
OVER THE BUDGET IN DETAIL ON SUNDAY AND REACHED AGREEMENT 
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DURING THE LUNCHEON I HOSTED FOR THE US DELEGATION 
TO THE UNGA, WE DISCUSSED OUR MAJOR OBJECTIVES DURING 
THE UPCOMING GA, AND THE IMPORTANCE OF THE DELEGATION 
TO WORK AS A TEAM, THE STRATEGY BEING (1) TO CONVINCE 
DEVELOPING NATIONS WE DO SHARE THEIR CONCERNS AND (2) 

TO RESIST UNWARRANTED ATTACKS AND PROCEDURAL ABUSES. 

THE LUNCHEON PRESENTED THE FIRST OPPORTUNITY FOR THE 
DELEGATION PRINCIPALS TO GET TOGETHER. 

I ATTENDED THE RICHARDSON CABINET TASK FORCE MEETING 
ON QUESTIONABLE CORPORATE PAYMENTS. WE REVIEWED THE CUR- 
RENT STATUS OF PROPOSED LEGISLATION ON BRIBERY WITH 
CONSIDERATION OF ALTERNATIVE TACTICAL OPTIONS TO 
PREVENT PASSAGE OF THE PROXMIRE BILL WHICH INTRODUCES 
THE DIFFICULT ISSUE OF CRIMINALITY. BECAUSE OF THE 
SERIOUS IMPACT THIS WOULD HAVE ON OUR FOREIGN RELATIONS, 

WE WILL BE SEEKING MEANS FOR USING THE ADMINISTRATION 
PROOOSAL FOR BRIBERY LEGISLATION TO REPLACE OR AT LEAST 
SIDETRACK ACTION ON THE PROXMIRE BILL. 

I MET WITH ELLIOT RICHARDSON TO DISCUSS THE STATE/DOD 
AGREEMENT ON THE CDC COMPUTER SALE TO THE PRC. I 
FINALLY OBTAINED HIS SUPPORT FOR OUR APPROACH WHICH 
LEAVES ME FREE TO FOLLOW-UP WITH BRENT SCOWCROFT ON THE 
AMENDMENT (OR INTERPRETATION) OF NSDM 247 WHICH WILL 
SUPPORT OUR ACCEPTANCE OF A MORE FLEXIBLE SERVICE AGREE- 
MENT WITH THE PRC THAN THAT NOW IN EFFECT WITH THE SOVIET 
UNION. I BELIEVE I HAVE A WAY TO HANDLE THIS THROUGH 
A CLARIFICATION OF THE WORD QUOTE SAFEGUARD END QUOTE 
WHICH AVOIDS AMENDING NSDM 247. 

ALSO DURING THE DAY: MET WITH YOU AT ANDREWS; 

DISCUSSED CONFERENCE BOARD SPEECH WITH BARTHOLOMEW, ET AL; 
AND MET WITH PRESS SPOKESMAN BROWN. 

FROM HABIB: 

I DISCUSSED WITH PM, T, NEA, NSC AND H A PRELIMINARY 
DRAFT FOR MY TESTIMONY ON THURSDAY BEFORE THE SFRC 
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SUBCOMMITTEE ON F-16S TO IRAN. 

I ALSO MET WITH NEA, L, AND NSC TO PREPARE FOR THE 
CONSULTATIONS WITH THE ISRAELIS ON THE AMOCO DRILLING 
IN THE GULF OF SUEZ, WHICH WILL BEGIN THURSDAY. 

AMB. WHITEHOUSE CAME BY FOR AN INFORMAL EXCHANGE ON 
THE THAI SITUATION. WE AGREED THAT THE NEGOTIATIONS 
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ON THE VARIOUS MILITARY/INTELLIGENCE RELATED MATTERS 
HAVE WORKED OUT ABOUT AS WELL AS WE COULD EXPECT. 

ALSO DURING THE DAY, I WORKED ON A VARIETY OF MATTERS 
PERTAINING TO YOUR PARTICIPATION IN THE UN GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY. YOU WILL BE GETTING A MESSAGE ON THIS.

I MET IN NEW YORK THIS MORNING WITH MEMBERS OF THE LAW OF 
THE SEA DELEGATION. 

AMBASSADOR SPIRO (CAMEROON) CALLED ON ME THIS AFTERNOON, 
AND WE DISCUSSED POSSIBLE SECURITY ASSISTANCE FOR 
CAMEROON. 

MET WITH BILL LUERS AND MEMBERS OF THE MARCONA TEAM TO 
REVIEW PROGRAM FOR OUR TRIP TO LIMA THIS WEEK. EINAUDI 
AND GANTZ WILL DEPART TONIGHT, AND I INTEND TO GO DOWN
